Shall not Truth, in Oppoſition to Hypo- 
criſie, be your Studie, and Truth in Oppoſition 
to Error, be your Concern ? And this Truth, in 
Conjunction with - Mercie ; for, when Truth is 
in any Hazard, ſhould not Mercie to your own 
Soul, and the Souls of others, make you zealous 
for it? And Mercie to your Children, and the 
Generation that is to come after you, on whom - 
we (how no Mercie, if Truth be not tranſmitted 
purely to them, as it was by our Fore-fathers to 
us, at the Expence of their Blood ; however 
now, the Waters of the Sanctuarie are puddled. 
Again does Righteouſneſs and Peace look down 
from Heaven, kindly embracing each other in 
our Behalf, Believer? And (haH not you be a 
tudent of Righteouſneſs, in Oppofition to all 
unrighteous and unboly Ways; and of Peace, 
in Oppoſition to Contention and Diſcord: A. 
much as poſſible, follow Peace with all Men, and Holi- 
neſs, without which no Man ſhall ſee the Lord; Does 
God glorifie his Righteouſneſs towards you; and 
vf udig uo Righteouſneſs in your Cn 


lation towards God and Man? Does God peat Net 
Peace to you, and will you be at War with him; 
and love to live in War with any of his? Shall 
that be the Diſpcſition of any, with whom God 
is at Peace? O tell it not is Gath ! Yurely there 
are none here, that have taſted of this ſweet Peace 
of God; but they would deſire to live at Peace 
with all Men; and particularly all the Saints, 
They would deſire to ſee all the honeſt Miniſter 
of Scotland, meeting together more kindly than 
they do, and embracing each other. Some in- 
deed are at this Time reproached, as Enemies to 
Peace in the Church; but the Matter is, Peace 
muſt not be ſtud ied feparately from Ri abtcouſnelg 
nor Mercie ſeparately from Truth; but all 2 
meeting, and embracing one another: For Me- 
cie and Peace, withomt Truth and Righteouſneſ, 
is a cruel Conſpiracie againft God and Man, 
Now certain Things have paſt concerning the 
Truths of God, and the Righteouſneſs of Chriſt 
in our Day, which ſome think will ſtand inf 
mous till Dooms-day ; and this Truth and Righ- 
teouſneſs, being the great miniſterial Truſt, ſome 
chuſed rather to bereproach'd by tbe World, as E. 
nemies to Peace, than be challenged by God and 
their own Conſcience, as Betrayers of the Truſt
